Little Rock, Sept. 11 —(/I')— The 


contitutlpnal 
prohibition 
against 
state officials and legislators "mak- 
ing of profit out of public moneys" 
refers to "officials who invest pub- 
lic funds in private enterprise or 
speculation," in the opinion of At- 
torney General Guy E. Williams. 


He said Section 3, Article XVI 


of the 1874 constitution does not 
apply to members of the legislature 
representing clients before 
state 
boards.

The section, which the attorney 


general's office said had not been 


interpreted by the supreme court, 
reads. 


"The making of profit out of pub- 


lic moneys, or using the same i"or 
any purpose not authorized by law, 
by an officer of the state or mem- 
ber or officer of the genrral as- 
sembly shall be punishable as pro 
vided by law; but part of that 
punishment shall be disqualifica- 
tion to hold office in this state for 
a period of five years,"

Blast on Ship 
at Sea Kills 18 
and Injures 50 


Belfast, Northern reland, Sept. 


12 — (/P) Eighteen dead or dying 
men and more than 50 injured were 
brought ashore today from the Bri- 
tish liner Reina Del Pacifico, which 
docked .here badly damaged by an 
explosion at sea. 


While hundreds crowded the dock 


area, the 17,702-ton motorshyp was 
towed in and police began an in- 
quiry, studying among other things 
what they described as the possi- 
bility of sabotage.

mounted out near each wing tip. 


Experts familiar with planning 


of the XB-47 said blueprints pro- 
vided for two rocket motors near 
tha tail to be used for emergency 
bursts of power. This would be the 
first combat-type aircraft with such 
equipment. 


The air forces gave no hint of the 


expected speed, but the designers 
carried streamlining to the maxi- 
mum degree.

from causing air turbulence 
and 


drag in the otherwise sleek lines 
of the bomber. The speed record 
now is held by a Navy jet fighter 
at C.'iO.G miles per hour.

State Law Doesn't 
Apply to State 
Legislators 
Little Rock, Sept. 11 —(/I')— The 


contitutlpnal 
prohibition 
against 
state officials and legislators "mak- 
ing of profit out of public moneys" 
refers to "officials who invest pub- 
lic funds in private enterprise or 
speculation," in the opinion of At- 
torney General Guy E. Williams. 


He said Section 3, Article XVI 


of the 1874 constitution does not 
apply to members of the legislature 
representing clients before 
state 
boards.

The section, which the attorney 


general's office said had not been 


interpreted by the supreme court, 
reads. 


"The making of profit out of pub- 


lic moneys, or using the same i"or 
any purpose not authorized by law, 
by an officer of the state or mem- 
ber or officer of the genrral as- 
sembly shall be punishable as pro 
vided by law; but part of that 
punishment shall be disqualifica- 
tion to hold office in this state for 
a period of five years,"

State Law Doesn't 
Apply to State 
Legislators 
Little Rock, Sept. 11 —(/I')— The 


contitutlpnal 
prohibition 
against 
state officials and legislators "mak- 
ing of profit out of public moneys" 
refers to "officials who invest pub- 
lic funds in private enterprise or 
speculation," in the opinion of At- 
torney General Guy E. Williams. 


He said Section 3, Article XVI 


of the 1874 constitution does not 
apply to members of the legislature 
representing clients before

The section, which the attorney 


general's office said had not been 


interpreted by the supreme court, 
reads. 


"The making of profit out of pub- 


lic moneys, or using the same i"or 
any purpose not authorized by law, 
by an officer of the state or mem- 
ber or officer of the genrral as- 
sembly shall be punishable as pro 
vided by law; but part of that 
punishment shall be disqualifica-

The buyer resistance developed 
along two lines — one old, the oth- 
er new. 


The first was an 
old method: 


Tighten the belt and refuse to bay 
any more than absolutely neces- 
sary. Individual housewives boom- 
ed this method with chain phone 
calls, urging neighbors to tie up 
their purseslrings. 


The second method was new. It 


was the 
formation of coopera- 
tives by buyers, usually sponsored 
by unions. Their plan aimed at eli- 
minating middle-man profits. They 
bought in bulk, and sold food a't 
cost. 


One way or the other, the aver- 


age man appeared determined to 
halt runaway prices that spiralled 
up, up, and up. 


Union officials in Detroit started 


the cooperative movement. But an 
official of the St. Louis Consumer 
Federation sounded the keynote. 


"When consumers tried buyers' 
strikes against meat 
butler 
and 


milk they seemed to be 
ineffec- 


tive," he said. "They did not pre- 
vent an increase in those prices 
when ceilings were lifted. Coopera- 
tive buying 
rather than a buy- 
er's strike probably is Ihe besl hope 
for pulling high prices down."

"Despite the literal wording of 


the law il was not intended to ex- 
clude from the mails publications 
of such items x x x which have a 
news velue in their own right and in 
which the lottery element i;; only 
incidental to a newsworthy event." 
Delany gave his opinion in a let- 


ter to Bernard F. Dickmann, the 
St. Louis postmaster who had cau- 
tioned the Star-Times about 
the 


North Carolina story and said the 
editions would have been 
barred 


from the mails if the account had 
been noticed in time. 
"This law," Delaney said, "was 


not designed to suppress informa- 
tion of news value to the public, 
even though incidentally connected 
with lottery. 
He added that his new interpre- 


tation "will be uniformly applied in 
the future in all cases wherever 
they arise." 
The Star-Times 
had contended 
that it was unreasonable to try to 
keep such stories out of print when 
there was no law to prevent mil- 
lions of radio listeners from receiv- 
ing the same information through 
newscasts. The newspaper declared 
it would continue to publish such 
reports as a part of its policy of 
defending freedom of the press. 


The story of the North Carolina 


drawing was widely publisncd and 
protests against treatment of the 
Megro were made in many parts of 
the nation. The organization which 
sponsored the drawing later paid 
him the cash equivalent

Atomic Issue 
Voted With 
Red Opposition 


Lake uccess, Sept. 11 —(/P)—The 


United 
Nations 
Atomic 
Energy 


Commission today adopted its sec- 
ond report to the security council 
by a vote of 10 to 1 with Russia 
opposed and Poland abstaining. The 
ballot came after the United States 
and the Soviet Union bitterly ac- 
cused each other of impeding the 
work of the commission. 


The vote on the first report last 


year, embodying the principles of 
the Baruch plan, had been 10 to 0 
with both Russia and Poland 
ab- 
staining. 
There is no veto in the atomic 
commission but the Soviet Union 
will be able to kill it with a veto if 
desired in the council.

Drouth Hurt Corn 


Little Rock, Sept. 12 —(/P) — Au- 


gust heat and drouth lowered tho 
state's corn income by. about. $3,- 
500,000, it was estimated today by 
the Arkansas crop report which set 
the predicted 19-17 corn crop at only 
20,100,000 bushels. 


This prediction, based on Septem- 


ber 1 crop conditions, indicates a 
per acre yield of only 15. bushels 
and is a drop of 7,370,000 bushcsl 
below the crop estimate cm August. 
1. A reduction oi' five and on<j half 
bushels was estimated in compari- 
son with tlie August 1 forecast. 


Prediction that Arkansas' 
corn 
crop will fall 35 per cent below the 
1946 production follows the 
trend 


of all principal field crops in 
the 


state, which declined about 14 per 
cent as a result of the drouth and 
high temperatures last month.

steady rise in prices, determined to 
quit talking about high prices and 
do something about them. 
Labor 


unions in many parts of the coun- 
try got behind the housewives. The 
idea of forcing prices down caught 
on rapidly. 


The buyer resistance developed 
along two lines — one old, the oth- 
er new. 


The first was an 
old method: 


Tighten the belt and refuse to bay 
any more than absolutely neces- 
sary. Individual housewives boom- 
ed this method with chain phone 
calls, urging neighbors to tie up 
their purseslrings. 


The second method was new. It 


was the 
formation of coopera- 
tives by buyers, usually sponsored 
by unions. Their plan aimed at eli- 
minating middle-man profits. They 
bought in bulk, and sold food a't 
cost. 


One way or the other, the aver- 


age man appeared determined to 
halt runaway prices that spiralled 
up, up, and up. 


Union officials in Detroit started 


the cooperative movement. But an 
official of the St. Louis Consumer 
Federation sounded the keynote. 


"When consumers tried buyers' 
strikes against meat 
butler 
and 


milk they seemed to be 
ineffec- 


tive," he said. "They did not pre- 
vent an increase in those prices 
when ceilings were lifted. Coopera- 
tive buying 
rather than a buy- 
er's strike probably is Ihe besl hope 
for pulling high prices down." 


A CIO United Auto Workers Lo- 


cal representing 16,000 workers at 
the Briggs 
Manufacturing Com- 


pany at Detroit authorized the ex- 
penditure of $10,000 to open a groc- 
ery store in the union hall.

only.

"Despite the literal wording of 


the law il was not intended to ex- 
clude from the mails publications 
of such items x x x which have a 
news velue in their own right and in 
which the lottery element i;; only 
incidental to a newsworthy event." 
Delany gave his opinion in a let- 


ter to Bernard F. Dickmann, the 
St. Louis postmaster who had cau- 
tioned the Star-Times about 
the 


North Carolina story and said the 
editions would have been 
barred 


from the mails if the account had 
been noticed in time. 
"This law," Delaney said, "was 


not designed to suppress informa- 
tion of news value to the public, 
even though incidentally connected 
with lottery. 
He added that his new interpre- 


tation "will be uniformly applied in 
the future in all cases wherever 
they arise." 
The Star-Times 
had contended 
that it was unreasonable to try to 
keep such stories out of print when 
there was no law to prevent mil- 
lions of radio listeners from receiv- 
ing the same information through 
newscasts. The newspaper declared 
it would continue to publish such 
reports as a part of its policy of 
defending freedom of the press. 


The story of the North Carolina 


drawing was widely publisncd and 
protests against treatment of the 
Megro were made in many parts of 
the nation. The organization which 
sponsored the drawing later paid 
him the cash equivalent 
of

prize. The automobile went to a 
white man who held the 
winning 
ticket in a second drawing.

Lake uccess, Sept. 11 —(/P)—The 


United 
Nations 
Atomic 
Energy 


Commission today adopted its sec- 
ond report to the security council 
by a vote of 10 to 1 with Russia 
opposed and Poland abstaining. The 
ballot came after the United States 
and the Soviet Union bitterly ac- 
cused each other of impeding the 
work of the commission. 


The vote on the first report last

try got behind the housewives. The 
idea of forcing prices down caught 
on rapidly. 


The buyer resistance developed 
along two lines — one old, the oth- 
er new. 


The first was an 
old method: 


Tighten the belt and refuse to bay 
any more than absolutely neces- 
sary. Individual housewives boom- 
ed this method with chain phone 
calls, urging neighbors to tie up 
their purseslrings. 


The second method was new. It 


was the 
formation of coopera- 
tives by buyers, usually sponsored 
by unions. Their plan aimed at eli- 
minating middle-man profits. They 
bought in bulk, and sold food a't 
cost. 


One way or the other, the aver- 


age man appeared determined to 
halt runaway prices that spiralled 
up, up, and up. 


Union officials in Detroit started 


the cooperative movement. But an 
official of the St. Louis Consumer 
Federation sounded the keynote. 


"When consumers tried buyers' 
strikes against meat 
butler 
and 


milk they seemed to be 
ineffec- 


tive," he said. "They did not pre- 
vent an increase in those prices 
when ceilings were lifted. Coopera- 
tive buying 
rather than a buy- 
er's strike probably is Ihe besl hope 
for pulling high prices down." 


A CIO United Auto Workers Lo- 


cal representing 16,000 workers at 
the Briggs 
Manufacturing Com- 


pany at Detroit authorized the ex- 
penditure of $10,000 to open a groc- 
ery store in the union hall.

be denied the prize on the ground 
that the drawing was for whites 
only. 
Frank J.1 Delany,

"Despite the literal wording of 


the law il was not intended to ex- 
clude from the mails publications 
of such items x x x which have a 
news velue in their own right and in 
which the lottery element i;; only 
incidental to a newsworthy event." 
Delany gave his opinion in a let- 


ter to Bernard F. Dickmann, the 
St. Louis postmaster who had cau- 
tioned the Star-Times about 
the 


North Carolina story and said the 
editions would have been 
barred 


from the mails if the account had 
been noticed in time. 
"This law," Delaney said, "was 


not designed to suppress informa- 
tion of news value to the public, 
even though incidentally connected 
with lottery. 
He added that his new interpre- 


tation "will be uniformly applied in 
the future in all cases wherever 
they arise." 
The Star-Times 
had contended 
that it was unreasonable to try to 
keep such stories out of print when 
there was no law to prevent mil- 
lions of radio listeners from receiv- 
ing the same information through 
newscasts. The newspaper declared 
it would continue to publish such 
reports as a part of its policy of 
defending freedom of the press. 


The story of the North Carolina 


drawing was widely publisncd and 
protests against treatment of the 
Megro were made in many parts of 
the nation. The organization which 
sponsored the drawing later paid 
him the cash equivalent

The automobile went to a 
white man who held the

Lake uccess, Sept. 11 —(/P)—The 


United 
Nations 
Atomic 
Energy 


Commission today adopted its sec- 
ond report to the security council 
by a vote of 10 to 1 with Russia 
opposed and Poland abstaining. The 
ballot came after the United States 
and the Soviet Union bitterly ac- 
cused each other of impeding the 
work of the commission. 


The vote on the first report last 


year, embodying the principles of 
the Baruch plan, had been 10 to 0 
with both Russia and Poland 
ab- 
staining. 
There is no veto in the atomic 
commission but the Soviet Union 
will be able to kill it with a veto if 
desired in the council.

The first was an 
old method: 


Tighten the belt and refuse to bay 
any more than absolutely neces- 
sary. Individual housewives boom- 
ed this method with chain phone 
calls, urging neighbors to tie up 
their purseslrings. 


The second method was new. It 


was the 
formation of coopera- 
tives by buyers, usually sponsored 
by unions. Their plan aimed at eli- 
minating middle-man profits. They 
bought in bulk, and sold food a't 
cost. 


One way or the other, the aver- 


age man appeared determined to 
halt runaway prices that spiralled 
up, up, and up. 


Union officials in Detroit started 


the cooperative movement. But an 
official of the St. Louis Consumer 
Federation sounded the keynote. 


"When consumers tried buyers' 
strikes against meat 
butler 
and 


milk they seemed to be 
ineffec- 


tive," he said. "They did not pre- 
vent an increase in those prices 
when ceilings were lifted. Coopera- 
tive buying 
rather than a buy- 
er's strike probably is Ihe besl hope 
for pulling high prices down."

"Despite the literal wording of 


the law il was not intended to ex- 
clude from the mails publications 
of such items x x x which have a 
news velue in their own right and in 
which the lottery element i;; only 
incidental to a newsworthy event." 
Delany gave his opinion in a let- 


ter to Bernard F. Dickmann, the 
St. Louis postmaster who had cau- 
tioned the Star-Times about 
the 


North Carolina story and said the 
editions would have been 
barred 


from the mails if the account had 
been noticed in time. 
"This law," Delaney said, "was 


not designed to suppress informa- 
tion of news value to the public, 
even though incidentally connected 
with lottery. 
He added that his new interpre- 


tation "will be uniformly applied in 
the future in all cases wherever 
they arise." 
The Star-Times 
had contended 
that it was unreasonable to try to 
keep such stories out of print when 
there was no law to prevent mil- 
lions of radio listeners from receiv- 
ing the same information through 
newscasts. The newspaper declared 
it would continue to publish such 
reports as a part of its policy of 
defending freedom of the press. 


The story of the North Carolina 


drawing was widely publisncd and 
protests against treatment of the 
Megro were made in many parts of 
the nation. The organization which 
sponsored the drawing later paid

Lake uccess, Sept. 11 —(/P)—The 


United 
Nations 
Atomic 
Energy 


Commission today adopted its sec- 
ond report to the security council 
by a vote of 10 to 1 with Russia 
opposed and Poland abstaining. The 
ballot came after the United States 
and the Soviet Union bitterly ac- 
cused each other of impeding the 
work of the commission. 


The vote on the first report last 


year, embodying the principles of 
the Baruch plan, had been 10 to 0 
with both Russia and Poland 
ab- 
staining. 
There is no veto in the atomic 
commission but the Soviet Union 
will be able to kill it with a veto if 
desired in the council.

Drouth Hurt Corn 


Little Rock, Sept. 12 —(/P) — Au- 


gust heat and drouth lowered tho 
state's corn income by. about. $3,- 
500,000, it was estimated today by 
the Arkansas crop report which set 
the predicted 19-17 corn crop at only 
20,100,000 bushels. 


This prediction, based on Septem- 


ber 1 crop conditions, indicates a 
per acre yield of only 15. bushels 
and is a drop of 7,370,000 bushcsl 
below the crop estimate cm August. 
1. A reduction oi' five and on<j half 
bushels was estimated in compari- 
son with tlie August 1 forecast. 


Prediction that Arkansas' 
corn 
crop will fall 35 per cent below the 
1946 production follows the 
trend 


of all principal field crops in 
the 


state, which declined about 14 per 
cent as a result of the drouth and 
high temperatures last month.

quit talking about high prices and 
do something about them.

unions in many parts of the coun- 
try got behind the housewives. The 
idea of forcing prices down caught 
on rapidly. 


The buyer resistance developed 
along two lines — one old, the oth- 
er new. 


The first was an 
old method: 


Tighten the belt and refuse to bay 
any more than absolutely neces- 
sary. Individual housewives boom- 
ed this method with chain phone 
calls, urging neighbors to tie up 
their purseslrings. 


The second method was new. It 


was the 
formation of coopera- 
tives by buyers, usually sponsored 
by unions. Their plan aimed at eli- 
minating middle-man profits. They 
bought in bulk, and sold food a't 
cost. 


One way or the other, the aver- 


age man appeared determined to 
halt runaway prices that spiralled 
up, up, and up. 


Union officials in Detroit started 


the cooperative movement. But an 
official of the St. Louis Consumer 
Federation sounded the keynote. 


"When consumers tried buyers' 
strikes against meat 
butler 
and 


milk they seemed to be 
ineffec- 


tive," he said. "They did not pre- 
vent an increase in those prices 
when ceilings were lifted. Coopera- 
tive buying 
rather than a buy- 
er's strike probably is Ihe besl hope 
for pulling high prices down."

"Despite the literal wording of 


the law il was not intended to ex- 
clude from the mails publications 
of such items x x x which have a 
news velue in their own right and in 
which the lottery element i;; only 
incidental to a newsworthy event." 
Delany gave his opinion in a let- 


ter to Bernard F. Dickmann, the 
St. Louis postmaster who had cau- 
tioned the Star-Times about 
the 


North Carolina story and said the 
editions would have been 
barred 


from the mails if the account had 
been noticed in time. 
"This law," Delaney said, "was 


not designed to suppress informa- 
tion of news value to the public, 
even though incidentally connected 
with lottery. 
He added that his new interpre- 


tation "will be uniformly applied in 
the future in all cases wherever 
they arise." 
The Star-Times 
had contended 
that it was unreasonable to try to 
keep such stories out of print when 
there was no law to prevent mil- 
lions of radio listeners from receiv- 
ing the same information through 
newscasts. The newspaper declared 
it would continue to publish such 
reports as a part of its policy of 
defending freedom of the press. 


The story of the North Carolina 


drawing was widely publisncd and 
protests against treatment of the 
Megro were made in many parts of 
the nation. The organization which 
sponsored the drawing later paid 
him the cash equivalent 
of

Red Opposition 


Lake uccess, Sept. 11 —(/P)—The 


United 
Nations 
Atomic 
Energy 


Commission today adopted its sec- 
ond report to the security council 
by a vote of 10 to 1 with Russia 
opposed and Poland abstaining. The 
ballot came after the United States 
and the Soviet Union bitterly ac- 
cused each other of impeding the 
work of the commission. 


The vote on the first report last 


year, embodying the principles of 
the Baruch plan, had been 10 to 0 
with both Russia and Poland 
ab- 
staining. 
There is no veto in the atomic 
commission but the Soviet Union 
will be able to kill it with a veto if 
desired in the council.

French Offer 
to Release 
Indo China 
Paris, Sept. 12'— (/P)—France,of- 


fered today to turn over the admin- 
istration of Indochina to the Viet- 
Namese if they would remain with- 
in the French union and permit the 
French to retain strategic 
mili- 


tary installations, the French news 
agency reported. 
Emile Bollaert, French high com- 


missioner to Indochina, made the 
offer in a speech at Handong, the 
agency said in a dispatch from Sai- 


"The offer I am making in the 


name of the government of the re- 
public constitutes 
an 
indivisible 


whole which is to be accepted or re- 
jected as a whole," the 
agency 


quoted him as saying. 
"This is my last appeal." 
Bollaert also offered an exchange 


of prisoners and said there would 
be no reprisals against the 
Viet- 


Namese, who have been 
fighting 
the French since last December, 
because of a dispute as to the fa- 
ture status of Indochina, long 
a 


French colony. 
Another condition of the French 


offer was that France keep control 
of Indochina's foreign policy.

per acre yield of only 15. bushels 
and is a drop of 7,370,000 bushcsl 
below the crop estimate cm August.

crop will fall 35 per cent below the

Organized buyer resistance deve- 
loped rapidly across the nation to- 
day as the price of food shot up- 
ward again. 


Housewives, 
alarmed 
at 
the 


steady rise in prices, determined to 
quit talking about high prices and 
do something about them. 
Labor 


unions in many parts of the coun- 
try got behind the housewives. The 
idea of forcing prices down caught 
on rapidly. 


The buyer resistance developed 
along two lines — one old, the oth- 
er new. 


The first was an 
old method: 


Tighten the belt and refuse to bay 
any more than absolutely neces- 
sary. Individual housewives boom- 
ed this method with chain phone 
calls, urging neighbors to tie up 
their purseslrings. 


The second method was new. It 


was the 
formation of coopera- 
tives by buyers, usually sponsored 
by unions. Their plan aimed at eli- 
minating middle-man profits. They 
bought in bulk, and sold food a't 
cost. 


One way or the other, the aver- 


age man appeared determined to 
halt runaway prices that spiralled 
up, up, and up. 


Union officials in Detroit started 


the cooperative movement. But an 
official of the St. Louis Consumer 
Federation sounded the keynote. 


"When consumers tried buyers' 
strikes against meat 
butler 
and 


milk they seemed to be 
ineffec- 


tive," he said. "They did not pre- 
vent an increase in those prices 
when ceilings were lifted. Coopera- 
tive buying 
rather than a buy- 
er's strike probably is Ihe besl hope 
for pulling high prices down." 


A CIO United Auto Workers Lo- 


cal representing 16,000 workers at 
the Briggs 
Manufacturing Com- 


pany at Detroit authorized the ex- 
penditure of $10,000 to open a groc- 
ery store in the union hall.

The decision followed a challenge 


by the St. Louis Star-Times of the

be denied the prize on the ground 
that the drawing was for whites 
only. 
Frank J.1 Delany, 
the

"Despite the literal wording of 


the law il was not intended to ex- 
clude from the mails publications 
of such items x x x which have a 
news velue in their own right and in 
which the lottery element i;; only 
incidental to a newsworthy event." 
Delany gave his opinion in a let- 


ter to Bernard F. Dickmann, the 
St. Louis postmaster who had cau- 
tioned the Star-Times about 
the 


North Carolina story and said the 
editions would have been 
barred 


from the mails if the account had 
been noticed in time. 
"This law," Delaney said, "was 


not designed to suppress informa- 
tion of news value to the public, 
even though incidentally connected 
with lottery. 
He added that his new interpre- 


tation "will be uniformly applied in 
the future in all cases wherever 
they arise." 
The Star-Times 
had contended 
that it was unreasonable to try to 
keep such stories out of print when 
there was no law to prevent mil- 
lions of radio listeners from receiv- 
ing the same information through 
newscasts. The newspaper declared 
it would continue to publish such 
reports as a part of its policy of 
defending freedom of the press. 


The story of the North Carolina 


drawing was widely publisncd and 
protests against treatment of the 
Megro were made in many parts of 
the nation. The organization which 
sponsored the drawing later paid 
him the cash equivalent 
of

prize. The automobile went to a 
white man who held the 
winning 
ticket in a second drawing.

Lake uccess, Sept. 11 —(/P)—The 


United 
Nations 
Atomic 
Energy 


Commission today adopted its sec- 
ond report to the security council 
by a vote of 10 to 1 with Russia 
opposed and Poland abstaining. The 
ballot came after the United States 
and the Soviet Union bitterly ac- 
cused each other of impeding the 
work of the commission. 


The vote on the first report last 


year, embodying the principles of 
the Baruch plan, had been 10 to 0 
with both Russia and Poland 
ab- 
staining. 
There is no veto in the atomic 
commission but the Soviet Union 
will be able to kill it with a veto if 
desired in the council.
